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THE BLISSFUL IMPOSSIBLE 


A newspaper in conducting a discussion of whether 
war stuff was or was not wanted by its readers to the 
exclusion of everything else 
received many curious 
answers. 
There were some people who were “tired of 
so much war stuff” and wanted matter more enlivening 
and more along the usual, normal human lines. 
There 
were others who wanted nothing but war stuff, and these 
formed by far the vast majority. 
One of the most in­ 
teresting of the comments ran in this vein: 
“ We can’t have too much war stuff. 
It doesn’t m at­ 
ter what several editors may think or what their readers 
may think—the press has its undoubted duty to lay on 
the war stuff. 
The papers have got to give the people 
war stuff whether they want it or not. 
If they don’t 
want it they’ve got to have it anyhow. 
"Go on with the war stuff. 
It is admirable. 
Don’t 
allow your work to be side tracked by any bucolic minds 
who want the blissful impossible.” 
It is that last phrase which holds the mind. 
Any­ 
thing other than war at tile present time makes the 
nation seem ostrich-like, wanting to hide its head so it 
cannot see the hunter. 
That even a m oment’s reeling of comfort and safety 
is among the “blissful impossibles” is the serious fact 
which all Americans must face. 
It lias been brought 
vividly home in the last few days by the submarine raids 
upon our home waters. 
The police order to darken New 
York’s night, with special reference to Coney Island 
and other sea beach resorts, has added to the near feel­ 
ing of the war. 
tine large city in the middle west now 
assures its citizens that anti-aircraft guns witli ample 
ammunition 
have been 
held 
in 
readiness for many 
months. 
The fact was not made public when it might 
have caused needless alarm. 
The announcement is 
made now for reassurance. 
I 
War can no longer be ignored, even for a moment. 
It is at our doors. 
It wakes with us in the morning, 
follows us throughout every moment of the day. 
It lies 
down to sleep with tis at night. 
It is not the part of 
any true American to hide his head. 
Ile must face the 
enemy bravely and continuously. 
Only thus may lie 
hope for a day not too far distant when once more his 
paths may be* paths of pleasantness and his ways be 
ways of peace. 


HEALTH FOR EVERYBODY 


The physical fitness of the folks back home is about 
as essential to the final winning of the war as that of the 
men who go to the front. 
And that physical fitness in­ 
cludes not only people engaged in obvious war work, but 
every man, woman and child in the country. 
Public 
morale and effective effort at home or in office or work­ 
shop, or anywhere else, depend largely upon health. 
At the opening meeting of the National Physical 
Kfficiency Conference at Summit, N. J., the establishment 
of training camps for civilians was suggested, where the 
training would be as rigid and disciplined as that of our 
soldiers, “to the end that we shall have the physical 
strength to endure and work to the highest pitch of 
efficiency.” 
One of the finest fruits of the widespread war garden­ 
ing is not the vegetables it adds to the nation’s store, 
although that is important. 
It is the health that the out­ 
door work is bringing to city men usually confined to 
offices, who are now devoting their leisure hours to 
digging around in the back yard. 
They are iinding that 
they can do their regular work better and with less 
fatigue because of their work in the “training camp” 
of the war garden. 
The war seems to have stimulated an added interest 
in outdoor life, and has centered public attention more 
than ever before upon the need for public health for 
effective work. 
Just now health is valuable as a means 
of winning the war. 
After the war we may have time 
to appreciate the greater joy in living that health has 
brought us. 


SCARING UNCLE SAM 


On the afternoon when news reached New York that 
the U-boats were sinking ships off the Jersey coast, scores 
of men in New York enlisted in the naval militia. 
They 
Bald they "wanted revenge.” 
There has been a steady 
stream of volunteers all over the country ever since, not 
only for this particular defense organization, but for reg­ 
ular naval service. 
Army recruiting, too, has been stim­ 
ulated. 
And a new fighting spirit lias swept through 
the selective service camps. 
, 
There is a new spirit, too, in the shipyards, in the 
arsenals, in the airplane and munition factories. 
There 
is a new spirit in congress. 
There is a new spirit wher­ 
ever men work or congregate. 
The war has been “brought home to us.” 
And in­ 
stead of being seared, as the kaiser expected, we’re 
knuckling down more zealously than ever to the job of 
beating the piratical Hun. 
Americans, like Englishmen 
and Frenchmen, don't scare worth a pfennig. 


NO MORE INEBRIATES 


The Keeley Cure of Grand Rapids, Mich., has noti­ 
fied the Food and Drug Commissioner that its doors will 
close. 
Since the enforcement of prohibition in the state 
of Michigan, there are no drunkards left who need its 
treatment. 
This is one of the most encouraging signs of the 
times. 
Any big sanatorium can soon be used to ad­ 
vantage as a hospital for convalescent soldiers, or to 
fill any one of a dozen needs, either for war or peace. 
The breweries, even in wet states, have seen the 
promise of the future. 
They are making temperance 
drinks with which to replace their former sales, or get­ 
ting ready to m arket other products which will use 
theii* plants. 
Financial losses will not be necessary to 
amr institution which alters its product in time, with a 
view to what is to happen. The financial success of every 
community, together with every other form of comfort­ 
able living, is Iwnind to be increased beyond measure. 


HOLDING THE MARNE 


It brought a thrill to every American heart when 
word came that our troops had delivered a sledge-ham­ 
mer blow on the very apex of the German wedge in 
Flanders, and blunted that wedge by the capture of 
Cantigny. 
It brought a greater thrill, if that were pos­ 
sible, when we learned th at Americans had taken their 
stand at the Marne, and in brilliant and daring attacks 
were beating back the Huns from that historic stream 
where the French, unaided, saved the life of France and 
the freedom of the world four years ago. 
Our boys are fighting there with the spirit that in­ 
spired those French heroes. 
The word first given the 
French army by Marshal Joffre is now ours. 
“They shall not p a ss!” 
America stands 
beside 
France, holding the Marne, and is supremely proud of 
that honorable post. 


Out of 6418 American casualties, sixty are set down 
as “captured.”

All of us—and particularly on the Pacific coast—have 
been taking things too complacently. 
We have not seen the real dangers, the dominant 
menaces. 
We have thought the Germans were wonderful light­ 
ers; but we were sure we would whip them before long, 
and that we need not get worried over it. 
But this series of episodes on the Atlantic coast 
should make us all pause and consider. 
In a very short 
time hundreds of thousands of the boys will be going 
across, 
lf tile submarines have been able to do this in 
the greenwood, what may they do in the dry'-' 
It is time for all of us, each and several, to be up 
and doing. 
it is time for every man and every woman to do all 
that may lie within his or her power to help the nation. 
There should he no sh ak ers either on the tented field, or 
In the trenches, or at home. 
If we who have to stay 
here can’t do one thing we can do another; and it is our 
duty to do that—to do .something. 
And it is also along the line not only of duty but of 
common sense for us to wake up; to see things as they 
really are; to feel and to know that Germany is not 
whipped by a long, long ways yet; that tho United States 
is in a dangerous position today; that she is menaced not 
only in the lives of her devoted sons across the sea, but 
she is menaced right at our own shores; that the task 
before us is a long one and an arduous one; that it is 
a task which, under tile grace of God, we will carry to a 
successful issue, but not until after some years yet of 
woe, and blood, and suffering, and tears. 
It is necessary that we all gird on our armor— 
either the armor of the military combatant, or that of the 
willing loyalist doing all that he possibly can do at home 
—which work frequently is almost as vital as that 
abroad in the trenches. 
It is necessary that all of us should stop bragging 
and get down to facts and to sense.
